Antwerp, the one stroñghold

before the Germans under Gen v>on 
Beseler.

• iiondon, Oct.—(12:15 p. m.)—The British war office announces that Antwerp was 
evacuated by the Belgians yesterday. 


An official Berlin dispatch via Marconi wireless confirms the report that Antwerp 
has been occupied.

SURRENDER TO GERMANS. 


The Hague, Oct. 10.—(Via London, 12:10 p. m.)—Antwerp surrendered to the 
Germans at 2:30 p. m. Friday, October 9. 


The war flag was removed from the cathedral and a white flag raised in its place at 
9:00 a. m. The actual surrender tpok place five and one half hours later. 


It is declared here that the cathedral of Notre Dame has not been damaged. 
T h e G e r m a n s delivered one of their lasf furious attacks between six and seven 
o'cloek Friday morning. The Belgians resisted them valiantly in their trenches and 
tiie desperate fighting resulted in very heavy losses on both sides. 


During all Thursday night Zeppelin airships directed the firing of German artil- 
lery, the results of which were appalling. 


The German a,rtillery forced its way across the river Nethe, in which many of the 
Ertlllerjonen were drowned. The fighting has been indescribably sanguinary. 


The Belgians succeeded in blowing up two and possibly more of their enemy's 
batteries and heavy artillery.

plants is a i5ubject of vital interest to 
practically every property owner. 


The one main taking arriment that 
is feo persistently used by these fakirs 
is based upon the theory that the sap of 
plants will carry a powerful insecticide 
or fungicide to the infested or diseased 
parts of the tree and thereby clean up 
the malady. 
There has never been a 
single instance, as a result of years of 
scientific investigation and experimenta- 
tion, where any material injected into 
the sapwood of a tree or applied to the 
soil or "to the surface of trees or plants 
and thereafter taken up by 
the sap 
movements, has produced any results in 
the extermination *'of insect î^ests and 
plant disease. 
Any material, ^according 
to our present knowledge of fungicides 
and insecticides, that would be effective 
against insects and diseases in this way 
would at thè same time kill the living 
>cells Avith which it comes in contact. 


It is reasonable to suppose that many 
property owners have a very vague idea 
of plant physiology and also that they 
are not posted on the fundamental prin- 
jcipals of insect and plant disease i con- 
trol.

There seems-to be ,no limit to the im- 
agination of these imscrupulous "hum- 
bugs," who aye always able to diagnose 
so positively the different plant ^trdu- 
bles for which they have a "sure cure," 
the price for which is usually fixed [ hy 
what they are able to learn, about the 
financial 
status of the imsuspecting vic- 
tims Avho are giving the job of "holding 
the, bag."

More Men Come as Casual- 
ity Reports Mount Up 
Higher,

London, Oct. !.—At the headquarter^) 
of 
the London recruiting offices 
tho 
authorities have compiled a chart whicn 
throws an interesting light on the psy- 
chology of recpiiting. 
It covers a pe- 
riod between August 11 and September 
7, when 51,094 men enlisted in London. 
Jt sliows ]iow recruiting remained at a 
daily average of 1,200 while the newi 
from the front was not 
disquieting: 
hoAv it rose when the news was not so 
satisfactory, and how it went up with 
a rush when heavy casualties were an- 
nounce<l. 


On Mondaj', August 24, the news was, 
'"German advance all along the line." 
There wero-1,481 recruits. 
On Tuesday 
there was a furtlier advance and the 
recruits went up to 1,547. On Wednes- 
day, wlien it was announced there were 
2.000 casualties at 
iSFons, the 
figures 
ro.^e to 1,561. 
On Thursday with re- 
port of the further retirement of th'j 
lU-itish troops, 2,000 rccruits were add- 
ed to the roll. 


By Saturday, the 20th, when 
the 
news was, "British fight against 
tre- 
mendous odds," the total was raised to 
2,003 for the day, and even on Sunday, 
usually a slack" day, 1,250 men enlisted. 
But the following Monàîiy, August 
when the 
headlines read, 
"Casualties 
5,000," and photographs of 
the 
first 
British wounded were printed, recruits 
responded with a challenging rush and 
4.001 men enlisted. 
On Tuesday there 
was only a slight drop to 3,479. 
Oa 
Wednesday the Tirst list of casualtied 
roused another challenge and a fresh 
record of 4,135 was made. 
On 
the 
morning of Monday, September 7, there 
appeared the news of 15,000 
British 
casualties, and the sinking of the Path- 
finder. 
London replied by making still 
another record of nearly 5,000 men. 


Now that the war office has had a 
chance to deal with the first 500,000 re- 
cruits for the new army it is anticipat- 
ed that before long the standard will bo 
put back to the old level. At the Lon- 
don recruiting headquarters the names 
and addresses are being taken of thou- 
sands of men just under five feet six 
inches, and they are being told to set- 
tle down for a few weeks and wait" un- 
til they reçoive k telegram. 


An official said it was not that the 
army did not want the 
five-foot-three- 
inch men, but recruiting had 
to 
he 
damped doAvn somehow to give the war 
office a chance to deal with the men, 
and it was decidcd that the simplest 
way was to raise the standard. It will 
soon be down again. 


The daily average of re^cruits 
still 
falling. It is about 5,000 ^for the whole 
country, but there is no anxiety at the 
London headquarters. 
One officer as- 
serted that he could raise half a mil- 
lion men in London alone.

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10.—^When 
President ^Vilson, agaiiist the stand of

Attorney General McReynolds, 
espoused the appointment of Mrs. An- 
nette Abbott Adams of this city, as the 
first 
woman 
nseistant 
United 
States 
district attorney, 
he 
tacitly admitted 
that women are just as valuable in re- 
sponfiible public positions as men, and 
that sex alone should not be a factor 
in the selection of federal-officials. 


Mrs. Adams 
has just assumed 
her 
post here, in tlic office of United Sta,tes 
District Attorney John W. Preston, aft- 
er being the object of an acute politi- 
cal controversy lasting for months in 
oiRclBl Washington. 


"I won becausc the men of California 
as well as the women stood so loyally 
behind me," she explained as she took 
up her new duties. 
"And I regard it 
as the chief triumph of my appointment 
tliat the men generally do not regard it 
as 
anything a«to\uiding or 
extraordi- 
nary, but merely a vindication of wom- 
an's contention that with equal prepa- 
ration and opportunity she can 'delirver 
the goods' as well as any man." 


Mrs. Adams is undisputedly Califor- 
nia's foremost woman attorney—a, tall, 
smiling woman f)f 
thirty-seven, 
who 
tells her age without hesitation 
even 
though she is a widow, and "self made" 
even to the extent of having worked 
her way through the greater part of 
her university course in law. 
She takes 
herself seriously without being serious 
about it, tempering 
her 
earnestness 
with a quick sense of humor.

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YIELDS TO GERMAN 


London, Oct. 10.—(10:15 a. m.)—An official message from Berlin states that Ant- 


werp has fallen, according to a Central News dispatch from Amsterdam. 


EVACUATED BY BELGIANS, 


jCiondon, Oct.—(12:15 p. m.)—The British war office announces that Antwerp was 


tvacuated by the Belgians yesterday. 


An official Berlin dispatch via Marconi wireless confirms the report that Antwerp 


has "been occupied. 


The official announcement of the fall of Antwerp, given out at German general 


. 'headquarters late last night and transmitted here via Marconi wireless, says: 


I . "This forenoon several forts of the inner line of the fortifications of Antwerp have 
fallen. The town since midday has been in our possession. 


"The commander and the garrison evacuated the fortifications. . Only a few forts 


'are still occupied by the enemy and this is without influence on our positions in Ant- 
werp." 


SURRENDER TO GERMANS. 


The Hague, Oct. 10.—(Via London, 12:10 p. m.)—Antwerp surrendered to the 


IBennans at 2:30 p. m. Friday, October 9. 


The war flag was removed from the cathedral and a white flag raised in its place at 


9:00 a. m. The actual surrender took place five and one half hours later. 


It is declared here that the cathedral of Notre Dame has not been damaged. 
The Germans delivered one of their last furious attacks between six and seven 


O'clock Friday morning. The Belgians resisted them valiantly in their trenches and 
the desperate fighting resulted in very heavy losses on both sides. 


During all Thursday night Zeppelin airships directed the firing of German artil- 


lery, the results of which were appalling. 


The German artillery forced its way across the river Nethe, in which many of the 


artillerymen were drowned. The fighting has been indescribably sanguinary. 


The Belgians succeeded in blowing up two and possibly more of their enemy's 


batteries and heavy artillery.

SAYS HE FELL INTO ERROR. 


To thn Kditor of the iSentinal: 


In his talk before the Commercial 


dub Thursday evening in opposition to 
ii now constitution for Indiana, Mr. A. 
<J. Harris, of Indianapolis, fell 'into an 
error of fart which should be corrected 
promptly for its 
Inrgo importance in 


this t|iii'stion. 
He declared that a now 


constitution would have, to he submit- 
ted to the people as a whole and ac- 
cepted or rejected as n, whole. 


Now this i« dintim-tly the situation 


that the legislature, when preparing (lie 
constitutional convention act, sought to 
avoid and which from the language of 
the act it is perfectly clear that thov 
did avoid. 
No words could make the 


purpose of the legislature clearer. The 
act 
specifically authorizes the. conven- 


tion to submit separate propositions to 
be voted upon nt the same time that 
the proposed new constitution is voted 
upon. 


Section IS of this act. chapter 304. 


Indiana acts. 101.1. provides as follows: 


"Said constitution may submit one 


or more amendments or one or more 
sections of the proposed 
constitution, 


as distinct propositions, to bo voted 
upon by the people separately -)r to- 
gether ns to the convention soeiris ex- 
pedient." 


There can bo no doubt whatever ns 


to the construction of this provision. Tt 
expressly confers the power which un- 
doubtedly would impliedly reside in the 
convention anyhow to submit to the 
people for their determination all con- 
tested articles outside of the body of 
the constitution. 
The erroneous 
and 


misleading argument has been 
made, 


that a constitutional convention 
can 


only submit n constitution which must 
he accepted or rejected in whole. 
Tt 


is very important that this be fairly 
understood by the people. 
All consti- 


tutional convontmns in 
recent 
years 


have submitted vexed questions to tho 
people in this manner. 
The constitu- 


tional convention of Ohio in 1012 sub- 
mitted forty-one separate 
articles, or 


amendments, each of which was voted 
upon by the peonle separately, upon its 
own merits. 
Of these forty-one arti- 


cles, thirty-two wore adopted and nine 
were 
rejected. 
The 
people 
showed 


broad discrimination in the wide range 
of votes upon these separate, issues. 


There cnn be no doubt at all hut that 


a ^constitutional convention in Tndiana 
will do ns the net empowers it to do. 
This means that the people of Tndi- 
ana will have the chance to determine 
nt tho bar of public opinion without 
artificial partisan limitations to settle 
some organic questions which they have 
never vet had the opportunity 'to do- 
oide. 
Such issues ns those pertaining 


to qualification for suffrage, safeguard- 
ing elections, taxation reform, 
direct 


legislation, home rule for cities, togeth- 
er 
with nil 
fiindnmcnf.nl issues upon 


which there is both advocncv nnd or- 
nosition. will thus'ho passed upon by 
the voters for the first time in our his- 
tory.

She Wants to Show That Sex 


Doesn't Count in Business 


First Woman Placed in TJ. 


S. District Attorney's Of 
flee Talks of Her Hopes 
and Her Plans. 


San Francisco, Cal.. Oct. 10.—When 


President Wilson, against tho stand of 
former 
Attorney Oenoral MeRcynoIds, 


espoused the appointment of Mrs. An- 
nette Abbott Adams of this city, as the 
first woman assistant 
United 
States 


district attorney, 
he tacitly admitted 


that women are just as valuable in re- 
sponsible public positions aa men, and 
that cox alone should not be a factor 
in the selection of federal officials. 


Mrs. Adams has just assumed her 


post here, in the office of United States 
District Attorney John W. Preston, aft- 
er being the object of an acute politi- 
cal controversy lasting for months in 
official Washington. 


"I won because the men of California 


as well as the women stood so loyally 
behind me," she explained as she took 
up her new duties. 
"And I regard it 


as the chief triumph of my appointment 
that the men generally do not regard it 
as any tiling astounding or extraordi- 
nary, but merely a vindication of wom- 
an's contention that with equal prepa- 
ration and opportunity she can 'deliver 
the goixis' as well as any man." 


Mrs. Adams is undisputedly Califor- 


nia's foremost woman attorney—a tall, 
smiling woman of 
thirty-seven, 'who 


tells her age without hesitation even 
though she is a widow, and "self made" 
even to the extent of having worked 
her wuy through the greater part of 
her university course in law. She takes 
herself seriously without being serious 
about it, tempering 
'her 
earnestness 


with a quick sense of humor. 


''She is the only woman I have ever I 


known who can think on her feet," is'

of arrangement either with France or I in British eyes, became very threaten- 
with Kngland. It was during this period I in-. 
that the Kaiser visited Loudon, and it 
was not entirely bis fault that he did not 
succeed in provoking an ostrnugeincnt 
between the Allies. Failure, is attributed 
hy some partly to the fact that he did 
not go high enough in his offer and 
partly to events beyond his control. 


In any event Kurope's equilibrium re- 


ceived its first heavy blow when Kng- 
land became the friend of Russia and 
France, 
The .situation was still more 


intensified by the gradual decline during 
the la«t ten years of the efficiency of the 
Austrian army and by Turkey's elimina- 


No\v, Germany, had a perfect right 


hy every honorable means to seek trade 
•wherever it could be found, and German 
commercial men as a rule arc as good 
as those of other nations. 
But in the 


world of to-day it is not enough to have 
the right; you must also be able to en- 
force the right—a thing Germany pro- 
ceeded to nttcmiit to create by building 
a powerful fleet.

England, 


agninst whom both German commerce 
and the German fleet were aimed, had

Wirli the Austrian 


Kmperor fourscore and four year* old 
and a powerful movement almost openly 
organized in Hungary to break up the 
dual monarchy, the tragic end of the 
Crown Prince was a greater danger than 
it might have been under less excep- 
tional conditions. 


Austria had to decide quickly whether 


it was to he Germanic or Slavonic and 
if it was to continue one with Hungary. 
She scaled her decision with her ulti- 
matum lo Servia. 
By crushing Scrvia 


t.he Austrian Kmpire would also crush 


I ho dream of millions of its people— 
the dream that one day Bosnia, Herze- 
govina ami the Slav lands of Hungary 
would be united in a great Slavonic 
monarchy holding its own against Ger- 
man encroachment on the one side and 
Turkey on the other, 


War in Austria could not he popular 


among Austria's Slav population, and 
by declaring war the Austrian govern- 
ment revealed that it would hereafter 
rely on the German and 
pro-German 


(e. g., Polish) clement of its population. 
War against Scrvia, a difficult military 
operation, would also permit flooding 
Hungary with Austrian troops and so 
keep gentlemen of the Karolyi type 
wirb.iu bounds of good behavior. It is 
not yet apparent why Austria, believed 
that she would be permitted to wage 
war against Scrvia without interference, 
since it can scarcely be doubted now 
that Austria would give much to take 
bsck what she did in July, 1014. 


We can only venture a guess. 
Since 


the regime of Baron Acrenlhal ns Aus- 
trian Ambassador at St. Petersburg the 
Embassy on Surguievska slrcct always 
managed to maintain the 'icxt of rela- 
tions with the most conservative clement 
in the upper Russia administration, 
mainly men of German blood. While they 
were at the helm of Russia's administra- 
tion they could not avoid leaning toward 


cuuchcd their innermost thoughts and 
among whose leading men they counted 
friends to whom they were "Jed by bonds 
of family and intermarriage. 


It was a aecret only to the masses that 


during Baron Aerenthal's Ambassador- 
ship Schwcnehach, the then auditor gen- 
eral of the empire, took Ihe roost impor- 
tant measures of his administration to 
(he Austrian Ambassador for consulta- 
tion. even when these matters concerned 
vital topics of internal politics. Of late, 
however, persons who in n friendly spirit 
were liltely to keep the German and Aus- 
trian embassies informed of the views 
ot Russia grew more ami more out ot 
touch with the real Russian view, and 
these persons were apt to give what 
Ihry thoiifilil of a Servian invasion in- 
stead nf ichat Ru.-uia was likely lo think 
ahoiit it. 


To undersl.'ind thoroughly the tremen- 


dous signrfieance ot thin it must he re- 
membered that these same revolutionists 
heartily favored the Japanese beating 


I he Russian army. Then every defeat. 
of Russia in Manchuria was hailed as 
a slep 
Itussia, free from its internal oppres- 
sion. Now the people feel that, they can 
rcuch their goal sooner by working "with 
the government. 
The Russian govern- 


ment lias never been very brilliant at 
nnden-tjiniling its c.ivn people, but it can 
hardly avoid it in this case.

Those who have followed 
Russian 


politics during this generation express 
frequent astonishment at the Russian 
court's evident animosity against Ber- 
lin — that Berlin for so many years its 
ally and friend,- There ii an explanation 
for this great change: — 


In the last years of the reign of Al- 


exander III. and up to the close of the 
Japanese war Germany was regarded 
as Russia's best ally descite much pop- 
ular resentment against such an alli- 
ance. 
Germany's attitude during the 


Russo-.Tapanese War, when the Kaiser 
guaranteed the safety of Russia's Euro- 
pean frontier and kept his friendly prom- 
ise, strengthened still more the "tradi- 
tional friends-hip" of the two nations. 


The break came after Austria annexed 


Bosnia and Herzegovina. Russia, while 
protesting against this act, never in- 
tended to insist on her protest because 
it appears Hint she had previously made 
statements that could be interpreted as 
agreeing, under certain conditions, that 
the two countries should be auncxcd by 
Austria. 


Russia's prote-st and her thrciit to 


support this understanding hy force of 
arms was tn a very great extent, there- 
fore, a bluff thrown out for home con- 
sumption at a time when the mere 
shadow of a diplomatic victory was most 
welcome at St. Pe-tershnrg. Russia ex- 
pected that hex protest would lead to 


Italy, Spain ant Portugal 


ig diplomatic correspondence, ending 
Austria keeping Bosnia and Herze- 


govina, and at (he same time givin; Rus- 
sia the riirht tn claim annexation was 
made on conditions that provided for 
the protection of the Slav population, 
and that she had obtained it for this 
purpose. 


The ontcomi) was entirely different 


from wba* St Petersburg had confi- 
dently expected. It appears that Ger- 
many's internal affairs at that very 
lime were somewhat unpleasant 
The 


German Kaiser came out in "shining 
nrmor" lo protect German interests 
throughout the world against Slavonic 
aggression. 
Russian bluff was called 


in an unplcasuit manner, and the Rus- 
sian government was forced 1o beat 
back in an extremely undignified way. 
This neither improved Russia's internal 
coiidilions nor left pleasant memories at 
the IVlerbof court. 


Putting it somewhat baldly, the Kaiser 


did not piny the game of kings in the 
fashion lhat he should hare played it; at 
least, he did not according lo the views 
of cousin Nicholas of Rus-sin. And nowa- 
days, when it has become incrca-siuglj 
difficult lo keep the "job" of emperor, 
any altempt to gain advantage at the 
other fellow's expense in the field, where 
royal families should pull together rather 
than work with any regard 
for the 


"pcepnl," must rankle worse than any- 
thing else can. 


Unpleasant 
relations between 
Ger- 


many and Russia were further f".e to 
another fact:— 


Germany of late has been much too 


active along the Russian border. 
It is 


significant of this aclivily, finding ite 
expression in many ways, tliat out of 
nine main stations of the Zeppelin war 
dirigibles, six of the largest and best 
eci nipped have been suggestively located 
along the frontier of these "traditional 
friends." 


Not less curions was the internal sit- 


uation in Kngland—a situation which 
seems not to have been fully understood 
by Germany, or else misinterpreted. 
The German 
newspapers bave more 


than once expressed Ihe opinion thai 
with Ulster arming against the rest of 
Ireland and the British army refusing to 
interfere the British government would 
not be likely to take part in any Euro- 
pean complication. 
Great Britain, in- 


deed, was facing the gravest situation 
in its history—not the possibility of re- 
volt within her army or danger of civil 
war troubled British statesmen, but 
the possibility 
of bloodshed between 


Catholics and Protestants in Ireland. 
This latter would have created a condi- 
tion forbidding conciliation for genera- 
tions. A YEAR'S WAR IN EUROPE 
CAN DO ENGLAND LESS HARM 
THAN A WEEK OF REAL FIGUT 
IN ULSTER 


Of course, the Irish question is only 


delayed and will have to be solved, but 
the war will probably change the po- 
litical situation to such an extent that a 
solution may easily be discovered for a 
problem apparently unsolvable less than 
two months ago. 
Besides, men who 


fight side by side for a common Britain 
must acquire on the field of battle, that 
respect for each other which will lead 
them to some fonm of agreement ac- 
ceptable to all sides. 


But why did Germany accept the fight 


at a time when it was apparently so con- 
venient to its opponents? 


When the full history of Ihe n-entful 


year is written it will probably be shown 


COUNT t£0 TOtSToT.

Germany certainly did not cxp«>ct Rus- 


sia to go to the length if actually de- 
claring war because .of the Austrian m*v« 
in Scrvia. 
Bnt when Russia bcgati tn 


mobilize against Austria, Germany eoulfl 
not. without gravely endangering bet 
position, boih at home and in the Triple 
AllianT, insist on Austria stopping it» 
onward march. This would haf« been 
eqnivalcnt to tbe loss of tbe German 
cause in the dual monarchy. 
In th» 


long run, the effect of Austria gong 
back on its declaration of war against 
Scrvia. at the order ot Russia, would 
have been scarcely less disastrous tt 
German politics than, after a 
fight, having Russian and Fscnch 
meet in Berlin. 


Russian behavior wa» disappointinn 


and unexpected at Berlin, and if thf 
story is true that an official telegram 
referring to "semi-Asiatic barbarian*" 
wns sent from Germany one can easily 
understand the train of thought that Ic4 
to this quaint exhibition of feeling. 


Again, Germany did not believe Eng- 


land would sfcind by her allies, or Ger- 
many might have a/-tcd differently. 
That Great Britain was not formally 
obliged to ibis, and lhat a powerful cle- 
ment within her was against interfer- 
ence, is .shown by the resignations from 
the British Cabinet of Lord ilorley and 
Juhu Burns. 


That the war would have assumed an 


entirely different aspect if (ho Gennaa 
fleets were on the high sens an ' (be 
North Sea was free cannot bo doubled. 
Until the last minute Berlin was firmly 
persuaded 
that 
Great 
Britain, with 


grave problems confronting her at horn* 
and with little to gain from the war, 
would not make the tremendous sacri- 
fice of interference without presenting 
the opportunity for a barter. 


Summing up, it may be said that the 


Allies stood firmly against the Kab>cr 
because they believed that they wcr« 
strong enough to crush the menace of 
Prussian militarism, and that, whatever 
its outcome, this war will tend to maki 
life cosier at home. 


Austriu believed that the 
conflict 


wonld be strictly local, and would tend 
to prevent hazardous internal trouble. 


Germany, 
THE 
ONLY 
NATION 


THAT COULD HAA'E AVERTED 
WAR, refused to do so, not 'only be- 
cause this would weaken or kill tie 
Triple Alliance, on which 
Germany 


strongly relied, but because it failed to 
understand the position of Russia and 
believed England would remain neutral, 
gh-ing Germany an advantage over 
France and Russia. Nor did the Kaiser 
ajiirieipate the neutrality of Italy. 


None, of the parties in this conflict is 


entitled to a Nobel peace prize. 
But 


every one behaved practically as any 
one would have behaved in similar cir- 
cumstances.

Austria has 
never slipped out o£ a fight and her 
(oldkT has-'Ovcr marched forward and 
never murmured. 
Ilis endurance and 


perseverance through decades of con- 
Diet, \rhc9 not a single star of past vic- 
tory gave a hope-gleam to guide or cheer^ 
nuke him well worthy of epie. 
His 


nartial optimism has made him the ever- 
allying point and faith-centre of war. 


If the Austrian soldier had not been a 


raliant fighter, then mnny of the battle 
results that have so puffed up the na- 
tions of Europe, would he but tinkling 
tymbal chronicles. But the fact is, when- 
ever any nation clashed with Austria it 
ivas kept fiffhtingly busy. Focmen worthy 
»f steel they always were. And whenever 
the Austrian soldier was trounced so that 
the victor's heel was hard on his neck, 
nnd he seemed battered and shattered 
Into nt least a_decade of demoralization, 
bingl—news came that he wns in fiattle 
»rray a few 1111103 off and marcjtfug to 
Sake another drubbing. 
^ 


"What has sustained the patriotic in- 


spiration of the Austrian soldier? A far 
learch and a deep analysis might havc^ta 
be made for adequate answer. He fights 
Tor a country in which- reside at least ten 


, different races or classes of people- There 


are Germans, Czechs, Slovaks, Ruthcn- 
ians, Poles, Magyars, Slovenes, Croats, 
Italians and Roumanians. Four national- 
ities unite for the fighting man to de- 
fend. Austria, Bohemia, Hungary and Po- 
land, have, each, their separate histories, 
»nd have had theirseparate rulers. Such a 
polyglot blend is enough to puncture pa- 
triotism beyond repair. Still the Austrian 
Bol.dier "is there with the fight."- At 
home cutbing- outbreak, <find abroad try- 
big to nphold national prestige, he has 
been kept busy.'And he has no pivotal 
conquest point' from which'to date an 
initiating impetus. Austrian accessions 
come in a great measure from wedding 
bargains, marriage inheritances and dip- 
lomats' connivances, and not through the 
sword. There is connected with gaining 
them no martial epoch around which 
shines the1 inviting light of battle incen- 
tive—no memorable struggle for inde- 
pendence, no building up of a cation from 
nothing throngh brave deeds and sacri- 
fice. 


Instead there is ». constant slipping 


mvay, or dwindling, and a Joss of flie 
few "fruits of valor. It has been so now 
for at least 175 years. Still tie Austrian 
soldier has fought, on. _ His defence 
against Turkish invasion is understand- 
able, but his aggressiyejmttlhig in the 
face of continued defeat i« not 
The 


fighting man of Austria rises to his 
knees at the bngle call, grips his musket, 
Bets on his feet and mutters, "I'm 
ready!" 


In turning the glass on the battling 


accomplishments of the Anstem sol-v 
flier it must ba boroe in mindthat he 
has done a great deal of fighting While 
blended with his German speaking kins- 
men or Ihe Holy Roman or Gorman 
Kmpire of which he was but a part 
When the Empire waged war as n -whole 
It was impossible to segregate his deeds 
trom those o£ ftc other state*.

During the period between 1711 and 


j ISCO the siriuicr of Austria encased iii

periods of conflict 
nnd was 


whipped so often that it swined a habit. 
In the War of the Austrian Succession, 
waged to decide whether or not Maria 
Tlieresa of Austria was to succeed her 
fa'lhcr on the throne uf~(!i:it country, 
he was well trounced at MolwHz, Uo- 
henfriedbcrg, 
Sorr 
and 
Kessclsdorf. 


lie captured Munich and Prague, from 
their defenders, but in the cud nil his, 
Queen got for his fighting was an ac- 
knowledgment of the legality of her 
succession to her father's kingdom. Aus- 
tria wns obliged to relinquish the entire 
province at Silesia to Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, ns well as her tem- 
porary, war congests in Italy, and to 
yield the duchies ot Parma, Placentia 
and Guastalla. 
But the Austrian sol- 


dier fought well through it all, espe- 
cially at Molwitz, the; victory won by 
Prussians after Frederick had galloped 
from tlie field thinking his army beaten. 


The Seven 1'ears' War found the 


fighting 
man 
of Austria 
lined 
up 


against the great Frederick again. On 
October 1, 3750, the Austrian took his 
beating once more at Lowisitz, near 
the Saxon frontier, although he fought 
valiantly. Then he was whipped again 
under tlie walls of Prague, but at Ko- 
lin, under Leopold, Count Daun, he 
made a memorable dent in the fighting 
record of the great Frederick by beat- 
ing, him badly, with a loss of 14,000 
killed, wonnded and prisoners, 
forty- 


three pieces x>f artillery, twenty-two 
standards and a great amount of small 
arms. 
Daun had two horses killed un- 


der him, was twice wonnded and showed 
himself a worthy antagonist of the 
celebrated war captain. This was the 
battle where 
the laconic Frederick 


cried "to his cavalry after their sixth re- 
pulse:—"Charge again! 
Would yon 


live forever?" But it wns an Austrian 
day and one of the "TMg" few of which 
her soldier was destined to be prond for 
many years. 
This was in June, 1757. 


At "Leuthen shortly afterward 
Fred- 


erick beat the Austrian, soldier again. 
But he came back, at Frederick at 
Kunersdorf somewhat, bcjng aided by 
a large Russian army. 
At Lcignitz 


once more the Austrian soldier snc- 
euirtbed. 
The war 
ended with 
the 


Prussians keeping Silesia and Glatz, 
over 
which the 
conflict had 
been 


waged. 
Generals Count Daun, Count 


Lacy and Gideon London were Fred- 
erick's famous opponents. 


Count Lacy, an Austrian general of 


Irish ancestry, made himself famous 
during the Seven Years' War by his 
brilliant manipulation of his army in 
tight places. 
At Lcigm'tz, where he 


formed a junction in record time with 
the armies of Daun and London, had 
his plan been followed, the great battle 
would more than likely 
have, gone 


ngainsC-Frederick. He was famous for 
always wishiar to make the opening j 


n thick. 
Xo Austrian general : roused 


the samo enthusiasm with his men by 
his personal bravery. In the campaign 
about Torgau he escaped death by the 
merest chance many times. 
He was 


made a 
field 
marshal for his con- 


spicuous ability. 


The prc-Napolconic or revolutionary 


fights -with 'France, as well as the Na- 
poleonic, wars themselves, found 
the 


Austrian soldier steadily taking his beat- 
ing. 
October 23, 1702, he was well 


trounced at Jommappes by the conven- 
tion army of France under Domouriez. 
At Ronmnoiido General .Tonrdan beat 
the Austrian again. October !», 179-1. 


Napoleon's Italian campaign of 1796 


brought the defeat of (.lie Austrian sol- 
dier at Lodi, Brescia, Castiglione, Ho- 
veredo and Kassano. 
Again he was 


beaten by the young conqueror'at Ar- 
colc and completely routed at Rivoli. 
Mantua, 
nnd twenty thousand Aus- 


triana foil into Napoleon's hands as a 
consequence. Tlie treaty of peace stipu- 
lated tliat France acquire all the Aus- 
trian Netherlands. 


In 1798 the combined armies of Russia 


and Austria won a uum%r o£ minor 
successes on Italian battle grounds, the 
French G cnerals Moreati and Joubert 
being tie losers. In 1SOO Generals Soult 
and Masscna were also defeated, and tk« 
tally for the Austrian soldier in, those 
affairs raised his hopes. However, Na- 
poleon, having settled the political situa- 
tion after his retnrn from Kgypt, turned 
liis attention to Itab'an conditions. June 
14, 3800, a,fter a surprising march across 
tlie Alps, Ito defeated the Austrian army 
in the famous battle of Marengo, re- 
gaining for France all Italian territory 
lost during two years of piecemeal losses. 
And Naiioleon's 'army -was but little 
more lhart. half that of Austria. 
Gen- 


eral Moreau* inflicted another crnsbiac 
defeat on the Austrian soldier at Hohen- 
lindcn, Decomiber 2, 1800. 


On October 20, 1SG5, the Austrian 


soldier was badly beaten at TJlra by 
Napoleon in a scries of engagement* 
that led to the surrender of the place 
with SO.OOO men. Again, on December 
2, 1805, the Anstro-Ilussian army was 
cnt to pieces^ at Ansterlitz, one of the 
most famous of famous battles, the 
allies losing 10,000 killed, 20,000 prison- 
er.<rhnd 120 pieces of cannon. April 22, 
3800, the Austrian soldier put up a hard 
fight against Napoldon at Kckniuhl, but 
was beaten, and again on his retreat at 
Ratisbon. But May 21 and 23 he came 
hack under Ardtdtike Charles mid at 
Essling and Aspeni caused tl>c great Xi- 
poleon to retire. July G, however, Bona- 
finrte having been reinforced!" the Aus- 
trian fjfthting man went down to defeat 


again at the celebrated ba'tle of Wug- 
rum. 
At Leipzig, the Austrian soldier 


joined with the Russian unu the Prus- 
sian fighting man to defeat the j»-onder- 
fnl Napoleon, which was accomplished 
jn the riiree-dny battle, October 1(1 to 10, 
3.SKJ. 
It was the first real good whack 


the Austrian soldier hud gotten in on 
Bonaparte and the blow was adminis- 
tered with force in remembrance o£ past 
humiliations. 
Thnn came Waterloo, in 


which, through the vagary of fate, the 
fighting man of Austria was-to have no 
part, the buttling being done by aff allied 
army of British, Dutch, German and 
Belgian soldiers. 


In 1849 the Austrian soldier was calico: 


upon to subdue rebel Hungary. He was 
beaten again and again and Vienna was 
occupied by revolutionists who drove, out 
the loyal troops. 
Louis Kosstith was 


made head of the Hungarian repnblic 
proclaimed. Austria, unaiblc to conqticr 
Hungary, called on Russia for 
aid. 


Joined by Russian soldiers, the Austrian 
fighting man 
subdued Hungary. 
In 


1859 the war of Italian liberation began, 
and Austria, possessing a good portion of 
Italy, sent her soldiers there to fight 
tlie combined armies of France and 
Italy. The Austrian fighting man was 
whipped at Magenta and again at Sol- 
ferino. Prussia came to the aid of Aus- 
tria in the way of a covert ultimatum, 
and peace was declared with Austria re- 
taining Venetia and the Quadrilateral. 


In 1864 the Austrian soldier joined 


with his Prussian kinsman in a war on 
Denmark in the dispute over the ruling 
of the Schleswig-Holstcin duchies, which 
had been part of the Danish King's 
dominions under 
certain restrictions. 


Victory was so easy over this compara- 
tively weak kingdom that it could hardly 
be called a war. Austria'and Prussia got 
the duchies jointly. Then came the war 
between Austria and Prussia over the 
prize bone—as Bismarck had planned it 
should. The fighting man of Austria w«s 
sent against the fighting man of Prussia, 
and at the tattle of Sadowa, July 3,18CO, 
he bit the £ust again, 20,000 Austrians 
<being.. killed and wounded, and 18,000 
were taken prisoners. 
It -was just a 


one battle war and its rcsnlt was that 
Austria had to pay 40,000,000 thalers 
indemnity, and resign all her rights 
in Schleswig-Holstcin. And as a final- 
ity and consequence. Austria was de- 
nied all future participation in Ger- 
man affairs and forced 
through lost 


prestige to grant 
Htmsra.-y a »epar- 


rate Diet nnd Ministry, and to change 
flic official title of the country, after 
centuries of usage, to th«> "Aiistro-ITiui- 
garian Monarchy," Tho Austrian soldier 
lit his pipe and smoked compUccntlj aa j 


he oiled up his rifle preparatory tu the 
next cull for fighting. 


There shines through the dusk of cus- 


tomary Austrian reverse the gleam of 
many noteworthy fe.its of arms thut 
serve as militant palliation. 
Hut the 


gleam has to travel fn»m a far point 
Ixick to a time when the Austrian soldier 
was a Orman battler in general, or 
when Jie fought in religious or civil war- 
fare. 
Seldom did his valiant achieve- 


ments win him the chief laurel of vic- 
tory—triumph over a foreign foe. 
, For nearly two hundred years the 
fighting man of the llupsbnrg line strug- 
gled to keep the Turk out of Austrian 
dominions. The attack of the Moham- 
medan, hordes 
wns 
mainly 
directed 


against what is now the Hungarian por- 
tion of Austria. Belgrade was in Turk- 
ish hands many years during these wars. 
as well as a large area of territory won 
from time to time by the Sultan's com- 
manders. It is to an episode in one of 
these Turkish wars that the Austrian 
looks -buck with a broad national pride 
in bis fighting man. 


A mighty army of Turks under Soly 


man I. marched into Styria during the 
year 1532 and came upon tlie. hitherto 
obscnrc town of Guntz, near the frontier 
of that district The place was badly 
fortified and defended by only eight hun- 
dred troops. But these troops were un- 
der an Austrian solBier, Nicholas .Tnris- 
sitz. The town was assailed on every 
side by the Turks, who planted their 
artillery on the neighboring hills and 
even on mounds of earth raised aiove the 
tallest buildings of the town. 
Breach 


after breach was made and assault fol- 
lowed assault 
But the skill, vigilance 


and bravery of Jurissitz and his intrepid 
garrison withstood a siejje of twenty- 
eight days, and the Sultan's army—or 
the portion devoted to the siege—had to 
march on defeated, leaving the town still 
in Austrian hands. The event is in it- 
self apparently oBty a petty incident of 
war, yet the delay of twenty-eight days 
so affected the Sultan's plans that he 
had to abandon the campaign and finally 
retreat 
Hnngary was not 
attacked 


again for years. The story of the de- 
fence of Guntz is one of the glory spots 
of Austrian history. 


During the Thirty Years' War there

Gusta.vus Adolphus into the fray. 
Tilly 


laid siege to Magdeburg in 3(531, finally 
taking it by storm and permitting his 
bandit, soldiers to rob and murder. Later 
at Leipzig, September 7, 1C;!], Tilly was 
beaten by Gustavus, and within a, few 
months was killed while rallying his 
troops to attack the Swedish king at*the 
crossing of the Lech. On this field 7,000 
Austria ns 
were 
killed 
or wounded. 


Mansfield took Pilsen, in Bohemia, enrly 
in the war after an obstinate resistance. 
It was a most important fortress town, 
and its capture all but drove the Em- 
peror's forces out of the kingdom. 


Mansfield died shortly after and tlie 


war progressed, with varying fortunes 
for years, until the victories of Gus- 
taviis forced the Kmperor Ferdinand to 
recall Wallenstein.

Another army soon gathered around him. 
He quickly drove the Saxons out of 
Bohemia. Near Nuremberg he was at- 
tacked by Gustivus, but bent the great 
Swede back. At Lntzon, November 15, 
1G,"2, the cele.bralcd b.lttlo was fought 
between Wallenstein and Gustavus. The 
Swedish king was killed and the Aus- 
trian commander had to withdraw, leav- 
ing his artillery.,. \Vnllenstein wns as- 
sassinated early in 1634.

where .will you find, a man in uniform 
who will come back for more so often 
nnd thrive so on bullets and bayonet-:. 
Tlie victory inspiration o£ the other 
fighters of nations is not the inheri- 
tance of the Hapsbnrg soldier. 
The 


land gain is n»t there to cheer and ani- 
mate to doughty deeds. 


It may be the Austrian soldier has al- 


ways had an intuition that, he must 
fight to keep his country on the map, 
and be satisfied with that 
Remember- 


ing how Austria in the pnst has 'nscd' 
her soldier to help all ho could toward 
the annihilation of Hungary, Bohemia 
and Poland, nationally /it is very possible 
such intuition is his, and with good rea- 
son. Just to stand pat without even 
colonial increase, may he sound philoso- 
phy in the light of present events.

Timothy meadows may be well-nigh 
killed without tho owners suspecting 
why they are dying. A very careful 
examination of the roots of timothy 
Is needed to detect the presence of 
the Insects, even where they are very 
plentiful. 
The second brood of bugs 


rarely gain attention, because they are 
developing underground on the roots 
of 
corn, foxtail, millet and 
other 


plants. 


In the late fall, about the time of 


Indian summer, the Insects commence 
choosing their winter quarters, col- 
lecting In great numbers among thn 
weeds, grass and leaves that are found 
along roadsides and In angles of worm 
fences, among the leaves lying In 
brush patches and woodlots. beneath 
shocks of corn fodder, tinder newly 
spread manure and straw, under bits 
of board and stones, and beneath all 
sorts of Kimllar protection. Thoy will 
be quiet until spring, beginning to fly 
about In April, unless cold weather 
Is prolonged until late. 
The appear- 


ance of th* insects will be scattered 
over several weeks nnd the first eggs 
may be laid before all of the bugs 
have left their winter shelters. 


Tho insects fly considerable dis- 


tances and generally settle In wheat 
fields, the plants being of suitable 
age to be Inviting. 


Either the cleanest kind of culture 


should prevail over the farm In early 
autumn, all grassy and weedy borders 
aVound fields nnd along fence rows 
being kept closely mowed to prevent 
the development of suitable hiberna- 
tion quarters, or else, those should be 
allowed to grow vigorously so as to 
entice. In late fall, as many of tho 
Insects beneath the shelter as possible. 
In early winter, after tho Innccts are 
nicely settled or else in early spring, 


before they Yiavo walcencn in*o ac- 
tivity, burn over all such retreats. If 
it Is impossible or undesirable to burn 
over woodland retreats, the leaves and 
trash on the grotind may be collected 
and burned If the" prospective dam- 
age by the insects exceeds the value 
of the humus that would be destroyed 
by burning. 
If a bushel or so" of 


leaves are collected nnd carried into 
a warm room, keeping them covered 
with cheesecloth, a day or two will 
determine If many chinch bugs are 
hidden among them, since the insects 
will crawl out and show themselves 
as soon as the chill has passed from 
them. 


Shocks of corn fodder should not 


be left standing In the field over win- 
ter as the bugs sometimes congregate 
by millions In the butts of these. If 
the Insects are noticed under the 
shocks when hauling to the barn it 
will be well to take a spray pump 
and pure kerosene, or else kerosenn 
emulsion diluted with 2 to 4 parts 
of water, to the field In another wagon, 
and spray the bugs on the ground a» 
fast as the corn Is removed. 
Care 


should be taken to dislodge all bugs 
from the butts of the fodder by jarring 
or brushing while loading. The gen- 
eral utilization of corn fodder shocks 
as traps would do much to ameliorate 
damage throughout a neighborhood 
the following season. Do not scatter 
manure in the fall, when chinch bugs 
are abundant, unless the manured 
field can certainly be plowed under 
3eeply In very early spring before the 
needs have crawled from beneath the 
<.elter arid dispersed. After plowing, 
harrow at once and roll firmly to 
prevent any of the bugs from escap- 
ing. Do not spread barnyard manure 
on wheat In foil, during chinch buy 
invasions, for this invites almost cer- 
tain destruction of the grain the fol- 
lowing spring. 


The wlntered-over adults are very 


partial to youns millet, Hungarian 
grass and spring wheat, and If borders 
of these are sown In very early spring 
around wheat fields, thoy may prove 
useful In Intercepting many of the 
Insects from entering the wheat and 
will certainly be useful In stopping 
tho migration of the bugs to nearby 
corn fields after harvest. As soon as 
the bugs are about all collected In 
the grassy border, which will be in
